So far as medical science has dis- 
covered, the lx>st all-round cure for 
dyspepsia is salt and water. You 
put a small teaspoonful of salt in a 
large tumbler as hot as yon canswal 
low, and drink it half an hour or 
twenty minutes liefore each meal. 
This washes out the stomach thnr 
oughly. Many |>eoplc try the plan 
of drinking hot water ns a run* for 
stomnch complaint, but as they omit 
the snlt the operation is not always 
satisfactory. The plain wat«r is rath 
er irritating to a delicate stomach, 
but the addilitiu of salt prevents the 
irritation and converts the draught 
into a powerful stomach stimulant. 

Pepper proves equally valuable in 
emergencies. Suppose one has a 
pain in tin* stomach or a sinking feel- 
ing, there is nothing ls*tter than a 
small quantitv of pepper i.i a glass of 
hot water.

In these days of tinned 
busts we run considerable risk of 
isiisoiiing if not to the death, at 
least to the point of very great dis | 
comfort. A s|h s iu f ii I of mustard in a 
large glass of warm water is a spleu 
di<l reined v in such cases, and it also 
stimulate*. 

Sugar cannot lx* Ix-aten as a cure 
for cold in the head It must lx» very 
finely powdered and used as a snuff 
In some way it then acts as an as 
triiigent. and. if used in time, puls an 
• •nil to the cold 

Eight out of ten cases of toothache 
can Is* relieved by getting aome bread 
soda bicarltonate of soda, not hak 
ing powder dusting it ou a piece of 
cotton wool, and placing this in th" 
cavity. If all the teeth ache together 
the cause is generally acidity of tlx* 
mouth. In that cast* dissolve the so 
da ill warm water aud wash the teeth 
with it. You will lx* well iu an in 
stall! . 

If you keep licorii-o iu the house 
you have ouu of the very best cures 
for dyspepsia A small piece of 
licorice, slowly dissolved in the 
mouth, covera the stomach with a 
protective coat and relieves the pain 
of inflammation.

IMPROVING SCHOOLYARDS. APPLICATION OF MANURE. 



Women Beautifying Unsightly Places 
in Many Towns. 

Many branches of the women’s 
auxiliary of the American Park and 
Outdoor Art association are giving 
primary attention to school surround 
ings. Tlie yards, front and rear, 
where opportunity for improvement 
is <i|x>n are no longer left ill their 
grassless ami unadorned condition, 
says the New York Tribune. Tree* 
are set along the curb strips, climb 
iug shrubs planted along tlie walls, 
and Bower Ixsls laid out in artistic 
arrangement are scattered in the 
i)|s*n space*. The result is that limit v 
of the most unsightly schoolyards in 
various towns have lx*come hhximiug 
and attractive areas, contributing 
alike to the comfort of the pnpds and 
their artistic culture. 

The progrsnune of the auxiliary 
branches is to take the worst sclusil 
areas first, and a most gratifying fact 
is the interest which the children 
having the most squalid home con 
ditious have developed in promoting 
the improvement of the school) arils 
The juvenile tendency to destroy 
things of ls>nuty has Ins-ii easily 
checked, so that no efforts of the 
branches relative to schools have 
Ixs'll waste I. 

Ill Nome instances prize* for the 
I s**t looking yards have introduced 
a profitable rivalry on the part of the 
schools Among the various ex|w*ri 
merits tried is the successful one of 
encouraging the pupils to secure 
shrubs aud plants and (lowers for 
themselves and so* i mg them nut uii 
der older guidance This plan has 
battered a sense of ownership which 
inspire* luiy* aud girls to more alien 
lion aud care of the improved yards 

tine instance was cited iu which 
the Ixiys, with carts aud wheelbar 
rows, nleured a rough s|sice of debris 
and with htxst and rake* leveled the 
area, while the girls lent their aid in 
setting the vegetation for growth and 
adornment This ease was read as a 
text for th* topic of teai'long the 
children to take a prominent part in 
the Ixvautify ing and protection «,( 
school territory. 

The auxiliary branches are not con 
lining their attention to schisils 
They are devoting time In the adorn- 
ment of nooks by the side uf rail 
ways, unstsMidy areas near factories 
and, iu fact, hriugiug the aid of 
green nature to isivcr up and to screen 
place* tjiat offeud the eye and lie 
tract from the general Ismuty of the 
town. Further, the auxiliaries have 
taken interest not only in matters 
of adornment, hut iii things sanitary, 
counseling w itlj, Itoards of health and 
inspiring the removal of whatever 
menaceti the public health. 



The Best Periods for Hauling and Dis- 
tributing on the Fields. 

Whether the manure should lx» ap 
pliisl in tlie spring or the fall depends 
upon the character of the soil aud 
the crop that is to occupy the lain). 
Manuring ill the fall is usually fol 
lowed by corn or grass in the spring; 

! more commonly corn, if the laud has 
been in clover It is nn advantage to 
spreai! manure in the (all, as the 
frost and exp mure to the air aud 
rnins convert it into a line condition 
ami hasten ila decomposition, which 
ia what the farmer desires. The 
hauling can then be done without 
hindrance, as no other farm work 
needs pressing attention, which 
ruinga the busy season of spring for 
ward with a hcavr portion of the 
work finished It is feared by some 
fanners that by spelling manure in 
the f ill there is-cura a loss of sin 
monia. There ia no doubt of the 
formation of ammonia, owing to the 
decomposition that lakes plsce, hut 
ammonia is largely alieorlssl by wat 
er, which carriea it downward, and 
once it timla its way into the soil the 
vegetable aud mineral ncula with 
which it comes in contact change the 
ammonia into salts, which vary ae 
cording to the kind of acid united to 
it. 1 lie salts of ammonia do not re 
1 main lixisl hi character, frr Is-ir.g 
changeable, they are couluiually 
being broken luto pieces anil re- 
formed by acids stronger than those 
to which they hare lx«cn joined, and 
their character is regulated by the ill 
gredicnta contained in the ami The 
manure should lie spread as soon as 
i hauled, lor if left in heap* the rams 
leach them, and the soil will lx> rich 
er iu some places than in others The 
I soil, however, must also lx> taken iu 
l o consideration It la not the I ml ter 

plan to spread the manure iu the fall 
on light, sandy soil that is |sirous, 
j for the heavy rams and melt mg 
snows of winter will cany away a 
great portion of it and cause waste of 
tlie soluble substance*. I In heavy 
soils, such as are underlaid with clay, 
the advantage is to spvead in the fall, 
but if the land is rolling the mauute 
I should ls> plowed under in order to 
prevent loss. The plowing lieiiclita 
the land by admitting the action of 
the elements to a certain depth Inflow 
the surface, throws up the rut worms 
to the colil, aud permila the soil to l*e 
liroken to piece* aud disintegrated 
I lie gnxind slumld lx* left m a rough 
slate for the reception of the manure, 
or else Is* passed over with a cultiva- 
tor afterward With this treatment 
th* only work necessary for a corn

• Mid lo the cold. 

Eight out of ten cases of toivlhache 
can la* relieved by getting some bread 
soda bii-arlsuiate of soda, not bak 
mg powder dusting it ou a piece of 
cotton wool, and placing this in th» 
cavity. If all the teeth ache together 
the ratlse is generallr aridity of the 
mouth. I ii that case dissolve the so 
da iu warm water and wash the teeth 
with it.

Women Beautifying Unsightly Places 
in Many Towns. 

Many branches of the women's 
auxiliary of the American Park ami 
Outdoor Art association are giving 
primary attention to school surround 
ings. The yards, front and rear, 
where opportunity for improvement 
is o|m*ii are no longer left in their 
grassless and unadorned condition, 
says the New York Tribune. Trees 
are set along the curb strips, climb 
ing shrubs planted along the walls 
and (lower Iks Is laid out iu artistic 
arrangement are scattered in the 
0 |s*ll spaces The result is (list ntBOV 
of the most unsightly schoolyards in 
various towns lisve licrome blooming 
and attractive arena, contributing 
alike to the comfort of the pupils and 
their artistic culture. 

The programme of the sutilisry 
branches is to take the worst school 
areas first, and a most gratifying fact 
is the interest which the children 
tiaviug the most squalid home con 
ditious have developed iu promoting 
the improvement of the sch.stlysrds 
The juvenile tendency to destroy 
things of lieauty lias Iss-n easily 
cheeked, so that no efforts of the 
branches relative to schools have 
1 Ms«n v. aste I . 

Ill some i list slices prizes for the 
ls*st looking yards have iutroducrsl 
a profitable rivalry on die part of the 
schools. Among the various experi 
merits trie) is the successful one of 
encouraging the pupils to secure 
shrubs and plsuts and llnwern for 
themselves and setting them out llli 
der older gili.lan<*e This plan has 
fostered a sense of ownership whieli 
inspires Isiys and girls to morn atten 
turn and care of the improved yards 

One instance was cited iu which 
the boys, with carts and wheelhar 
row*, cleans) a rough spa.*e of dehrta 
and with hoes and rakes leveled the 
area, w hile the girls lent their aid in 
setting the vegetation for growth and 
adcrnmeiit. This rase was read as a 
text for the topic of tcai-liiug the 
children to take a prominent part in 
the beautifying and firotectiou of 
school territory. 

The auxiliary branches are not con 
lining their attention lo sclusila 
They are devoting time to the adorn 
ment of nooks by the side of rail 
ways, unseemly nreas near factories 
and, iu fact, bringing the aid of 
green nature to is iv er up aud lo screen 
places that offend the eye and tie 
tract from the general lieauty of the 
town. Further, the auxiliaries have 
taken internet not only in matters 
of adornment, but in things sanitary, 
counseling with Is.ardsof health anil 
inspiring the removal of whatever 
meiiac.si the public health
